morning if he didn’t feel better.

ame down to the office in the morn- 
ng and said he felt ‘‘bully.” 
Smith walked into the Grand Un- 
on hotel. Park avenue and 
Forty- 
ccond street, shortly before 3 o ’clock 
in the afternoon. 
"I have just rn ssed m y train,” lie 
said to the clerk. 
"I am all tired out 
W hile waiting for the night train I 
will take a nap, and perhaps 
that 
will freshen me up.’’ 
O w in g to the fact that the hote 
was crowded it was necessary 
for 
Smith to engage an expensive room 
He paid for it in advance. 
Tile young man had been in the ho 
tel but a few minutes when a carpen 
cr walk ng through the hallway on 


he second floor heard a shot. 
"I he 
hot was traced to tile room Smith 
lad 
engaged. 
Smith 
was 
found 
tretched on the floor with a brand 
lew pistol beside him. 
He had shot 
himself in 
the 
mouth 
and

down off the top of his head. 
He left a brief note scribbled on a 
deco of an envelope. 
It read: 
"Please notify W . M. Smith, room 
7, Union depot, Kansas City.

notify Columbia law school.” 
On the 
bottom of the little piece of paper he 
had added: 
“ Good-by to motlier and 


all loved ones.”
